Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
3/24/2006 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2-12 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. New claim 12 is rejected below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 2, 3, 6, 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Dohl et al (WO 97/50197) (Dohl et al (US 6,341,224) is an English translation of WO 
97/50197). 

Regarding claims 2, 6 and 1 1 , Dohl discloses a radio digital signal receiver and 
method of using a radio digital signal receiver shown in figures 2 and 3. A signal-to- 
interference plus noise power ratio (SIR) is measured in a SIR measuring unit 6 (figure 
2 and column 4, lines 20-22). An error rate of the received signal is measured by a 
received signal error rate measuring unit 32 (figure 2 and column 4, lines 35-37). The 
error rate and the SIR values are calculated from the output of the demodulator 31 in 
figure 2. The measured SIR value is compared to a target SIR from a target SIR 
decision unit 12 (figure 2 and column 4, lines 22-26). The target SIR is calculated 
according to the error rate value (figure 2 and column 4, lines 35-41 ). The result of the 
comparison of the measured SIR and the target SIR is used to control the transmission 
power (figures 2 and 3 and column 4, lines 26-32). 

Regarding claims 3 and 8, Dohl discloses the received signal is passed through a 
band pass filter to remove out-of-band components. After the received signal is 
converted to base band, the signal is low pass filtered (column 4, line 63 to column 5, 
line 8). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 4, 5, 7, 9, 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Dohl et al (US 6,341,224) (Dohl et al (US 6,341,224) is an English 

translation of WO 97/50197) in view of Miya et al (US 5,572,516). 

Regarding claims 4, 5, 7, 9, 10 and 12, Dohl discloses the digital receiver shown 

in figures 2 and 3 and described above in paragraph 4. Dohl does not disclose using 

PSK to modulate the signal received in the receiver of figures 2 and 3. Miya discloses it 

is well known to transmit PSK modulated signals in CDMA power control systems. This 

is shown in figure 1 and described in column 4, line 60 to column 5, line 20. PSK signals 

are commonly used and inexpensive to transmit. For these reasons, in would have been 

obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of thelnvention to combine the use 

of PSK signal reception of Miya into the receiver of Dohl.
